1. On 31 May 1956 CARPEIMAKER of the Security Investigation 
Office of the West German Federal Cri m i n al Police (SG of the BKA.) 
will arrive in the USA to make security arrangements far the visit 

s of Konrad ADEKAUER in early June. After completing these 
arrangements, CARFEMAKER will have two weeks free far briefings 
by US officials, including CIA representatives on police and 
security matters. A project for CIA liaison with the SG of the 
BKA has been submitted to FI Staff and expenditures of WOOOto 
cover expenses far CARPEEMAEER travel and entertainment in the USA 
is included in the project. 

2. According to present plans, CARPEIMAKER will arrive in 
New York on 31 May and come by train that same day to Washington, 
D.C. where he will spend a little mare than a week setting up the 
safeguards necessary to protect ADENAUER. From 11-25 June under 
CIA sponsorship, CARPEIMAKER will receive briefings from the 
Assistant Attorney General, possibly the Secret Service, EBI 
laboratory technicians, and CIA personnel. Possibly he will also 
make a short trip to New York for briefings by the police 
department and District Attorney, and may make a trip to a federal 
prison. 

3. CARPEIMAKER will come to the USA under his official title. 
He has been to the USA previously in October - November 195k and 
knows several CIA personnel under their true names. Other CIA 
personnel whom he may meet will, where feasible and possible, 
assume aliases. CARPEIMAKER will be escorted by a CIA staff 
member during the period he is under CIA sponsorship. 
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
